| IN RUINS AS FIRE 


| FOLLOWS EXPLOSION 








4. Fay Fruit Company Building, 


20 Years Old, Burned 
Early This Morning 


|, ORANGES, CARS BURNED 


| General Alarm Brings Throng 


to the Scene of Flames; 
Andersons Lose 


Started by an explosion of a 
gas stove, fire early this morning 
: left in ruins the 20-year old pack- 
, ing house owned for years by the 
Fay Fruit company and recently 
purchased by Tom _ Anderson, 
Lindsay. 

With the old structure, went up 
in flames two carloads of valen- 
cia oranges, 120 boxes of grape- 
fruit, enough packing material for 
a good season of endeavor, and 
two Santa Fe freight cars. 

The explosion occurred at 3 o’- 
clock this morning. Charles M. 
|| Anderson, who leased the build- 

ing from his brother a few weeks 
ago, was in the building at the 
time of the blast. Flames ate 
into the packing equipment and 
quickly spread to the wood frame- 
work. 

Two fire engines from the Up- 
tand volunteer department and an 
engine from the Ontario depart- 
ment checked the flames but the 
fire continued to lick up the build- 
ing like kindling wood. 

Seven Santa Fe freight cars 
were on the siding and two of 
them were nearly ruined by the 
flames and the others were badly 
scorched. The south roof on the 
Stewart Citrus association pack- 
ing house was also damaged to 
such an extent that it may have 
to be replaced, according to W. 
K. Beattie, manager. 

The first alarm came shortly 
after 3 o’clock and in a few min- 
uteg there was a general alarm 
that brought to the scene several 
hundred people, many of whom 
were garbed in their night cloth- 
es. Shooting high up into the 
air, the flames lighted the city, 
the fire being the most spectacu- ! 

| lar observed here for years. 

Quiet atmosphere saved the ad- 
joining buildings from further 

| damage as the old structure of- 
fered little resistance to the flam- 
es. Efforts of the firemen were 
not only centered on the burning 
building, but also on the Stewart 
packing house and the freight 
cars, 

Charles M. Anderson is believ- 
ed to be the heaviest loser as the

result of the conflagration. He 
carried $1500 insurance on the 
fruit and equipment, total of 


which was valued at more than 
$5000. One car of oranges was 
all ready for loading this mor- 
ning. The grapefruit was placed 
in the building at 7 o’clock last 
night. 

T. EH. Anderson, owner of the/| 
building, who was expected to ar- 
rive from the north today, car-* 
ried $6,000 insurance on the build- 
jag itself. 

One feature of the fire fighting | 
activities was the performance of 
the 16-year old truck that had 
been kept by the city as a re- 
serve machine. It was taken to 
the burning building when the 
general alarm was sent. 

The packing house was located 
south of the Santa Fe tracks on j 
Second avenue. 

Pure in Cucamonga called the 
Upland fire department at 12 o- 
clock. The blaze was at the home 
of Mr. and Mrs. Joseph Rogers, 
Main street, Cucamonga, where 
a fire was also reported Sunday 
morning.

When sufficient time has been 
given the public to sign the peti- 
tion or The Upland News coupon, 
the chamber directors will present 
the matter to the city council. 

This is the first definite step ever 
taken in the city looking toward 
the acquisition of a park site. The 
civic officials will be largely de- 
termined in their course on the 
number of names obtained favor- 
ing the project. 

If indications are that the large 


| majority of the people want a park, 


an effort will be made to call a 
bond issue election. Should the 
response indicate that the people 
in general would rather do with- 
out a park than shoulder a burden, 
the proposal will probably be drop- 
ed, 

No idea of the cost has been ob- 
tained and no sites have been con- 
sidered. If the people want such 
an improvement, then the officials 
will make their study definite.

er. It seems that at Memphis 
there was quite recently found a 
tablet that fixes the date at 4000 
B. C,, and makes it the oldest thing 
constructed by human hands. Only 
a tew years ago I remember, pic- 
tures of the Sphinx showed only 
the head projecting above the 
sands. Now, you know, may be 
seen the entire body with the en- 
tranee of a tomb beneath. Here, 
as well as at Sakkara, excavations 
are pow being made, mountains of 
eart® having been removed. 
Therefore, to know all about these 
struetures, one must obtain the 
very latest publications. Up to 
receatly I carried the idea that the 
construction of the pyramids was 
shrowded in deepest mystery. Now, 
it appears to be well established 
that the stone was obtained from 
a range of mountains on the east 
side of the Nile and brought on 
pontoons at flood times when the 
water reached a height quite near 
the pyramid site. From there, it 
was moved on rollers, a ramp be- 


ing eonstructed first, to the level |] 


of tke first layer and, after placing 
of each tier, additional earth was 
added to the ramp. The process 
was continued until 
was completed, after which the 
earth composing the ramp was re- 
moved. A very slow method to be 
sure, but evidently time and men 
were not great factors in those 
daya Even now, a common lab- 
orer receives only 5 piastres (25c) 
per day of ten hours. 

“Or course, largely due to very 
regent discoveries, the “Valley of 
the Kings” in Thebes is a great 
attraction. Before going there we 
visited in Cairo the Museum of 
Egyptian Antiquities. The cur- 
ator there, who speaks English, 
told me that now the whole at- 
trastion is the relics from the
